NEW YORK—(/P)—While 


general business condition? 
were reported as somewhat 
brighter this week in nearly 
all districts, said the Dun and 
Bradstrept weekly trade re- 
view Friday, the most vig- 
orous upturn occurred in re- 
tail distribution, which was 
stimulated by cooler weather. 


Regarding the industrial trend, the 


review stid that the indices arc "some, 
what more favorable although lacking 
sufficient 
uniformity to establish a 


definite trend." 


"Retail trade," continued the re- 


view, "responded to the first touch of 
wintry weather, which gave a sud- 
den spurt to the movement of seas- 
onal merchandise, although depart- 
ment store sales depended heavily on 
profit-sharing sales to move stocks. 
1 A further incentive to buying was 


provided by the continuous emphasis 
placed by store advertising on the im- 
minence of higher prices. Textile lines 
still are the most active, with women's 
wear, including coats and suits, sell- 
ing better than last week. 


"Wholesale orders have fallen below 


the total for the corresponding week 
last year, even though the volume of 
merchandise moved was larger because 
..of shipments,pui,.ol.d contracts, ^,... 


"Industrial operations are being in- 


creased gradually, as employment was 
slightly higher than a week earlier, 
but general operating schedules, how- 
ever, are expected to continue at a 
diminished rate until labor disturb- 
ances will have been cleared up."

Processing Tax on 


Hogs November 5 


Butchers, Wholesalers 


Will Be Required to 


Take Inventory 


LITTLE ROCK.—Collector of Inter- 


nal Revenue Homer M. Adkins has 
received official notice from Wash- 
ington that a processing tax has been i 
placed on hogs, effective November 5, j 
1933. 
A floor tax is also placed on all 


articles processed wholly or in chief 
value from hogs effective on the same 
date. 


Processors and wholesalers are re- 


quired to take an invenltory of all 
articles processed from hogs ,on hand 
us of the earliest moment of Novem- 
ber 5 and file it with the collector by 
Bcccinher 5. Retailers should take in- 
ventory of these articles 30 days later, 
or December 5, 1933, and file with the 
collector by January 5, 1934.

Av- 
erages tell the fanner that after seven 
months of Roosevelt he is 22 per cent 
brtte> off when you figure the prices 
he gets against the prices he pays. 


According to present prices whea 


farmers will get $100,000,000 more this 
years for 200,000,080 fewer bushels of 
wheat—plus $120,000,000 or more for 
reduction of the next crop. 


But try to feed averages to a South 


Dakota farmer, for instance, and he'll 
probably chase you with a pitchfork. 


Out there the crop failure was al- 


most complete. The fact that South 
Dakota raised but 3,000,000 bushels of 
wheat against last year's 37,000,000 is 
swell for wheat prices, but hell on 
South Dakota. 


The Oat Crop was down from 75.-. 


000,000 to 5,000,000 and barley from 
7,000,000 to 3,000,000. 


The 
mythical 
"average 
farmer" 


doesn't live there—or in other- states 
suffering from short crops or price 
slumps in individual commodities. 
North Dakota and Nebraska also have 
been having a bad time. 


Some Win, Others Lose

Advancing prices of manufactured 


goods leave the "average farmer" with 
a present 61 per cent of parity prices 
as against 71 per cent in July and 50 
per cent in March.

2 teaspoon salt, I teaspoon sugar, 3 
tablespoons vinegar, 2 cups coarse stale 
bread crumbs, 4 tablespoons melted 
butter or,mtnt drippings, 1 tablespoon 
minced onion. 14 teaspoon pepper, 2 
tablespoons hot water. 


Make a paste of mustard, 1 teaspoon 


salt, sugar and Vinegar. Spread meat 
with this onste, cover with the stuffing 
and roll like a jelly roll. Do not roll 
to tightly, because the stuffing must 
have room to expand. Bind securely 
with soft cord, dredge with flour nnd 
bnke two hours in n moderate oven.

The problems of the world and the 


ways of meeting them may change in 
torm and in degree, but in their es- 
sential nature they seem always to be 
with us. 


In the ancient world the early Chris- 


tians represented earnest groups de- 
voted to right living in contact with 
licentious cities where vices of every 
sort were rampant. It is amazing that 
;ilyn\vs through history there have 
been so many men who have given 
themselves to degradation. 


For the most part we have renounc- 


ed today the doctrine of the inherent 
or total depravity of man, and yet we 
are apt to forget a part of the evidence 
upon which that doctrine was based. 


In the sad picture of the drunkard 


which an ancient realist contributed 
to the scriptures, there is the true and 
pointed confession, "When I shall 
awake I shall seek it yet again." 


There is, apparently, no good or evil 


cause that cannot in some way seek 
to uphold nnd defend ilself by the 
Bible. Early in our history the in- 
stitution of slavery 
was 
defended 


widely by quoting scripture, and in 
recent years scripture has been quoted 
again and again in some quarters in 
defense of the idea that alcohol is "a 
good creature of God" intended for 
man's legitimate use. 


Plain and unmistakable, however, is 


the teaching of scripture against every 
form of vice nnd everything that can 
weaken man in his mastery over him- 
self and in his relationships to his fel- 
low men. 


Paul calls upon these early Chris- 


tians, living in the midst of tempta- 
tion and surrounded with the de- 
grading influences of licentiousness, 
to cast off all the works of darkness 
and put on the whole armor of light. 
He says there can be no temporizing 
or compromising with evil. 


It is the supreme duty and privilege 


of the Christian "to put on the Lord 
Jesus Christ," that is, to surround his 
life with the protection of the Savior 


as with a garment. The 
man 
who 


thus is devoting himself to Christ, 
Paul says, will noot make provision 
for the fulfillment of his own lusts. 


But Paul is not content simply with 


a negative purity from vice—a life that 
is the result of moral prohibitive dis- 
ciplines. The Christian life (iocs far- 
ther than that. It is a life of positive 
relationships, of man's investments of 
his influences and character in tht> 
lives of his fellow men. 


"No man liveth ot himself and no 


man dieth to himself." We are mem- 
bers one of another, and it is this that 
gives our actions and influences such 
responsibility. 


Paul points out. also ,that we are 


in a world of weak men. where the 
strong, by their willingness to consid- 
er the situation of their weaker breth- 
ren, maf do much to protect them and 
help them. 


Paul is strong for the liberty of the 


Christian. He is very insistent upon 
that, but he is equally insistent that 
the Christian may use his liberty to 
help and strengthen 
others, rather 


than to weaken or destroy their faith 
and their spirit of resistance to evil. 


All this applies in common sense-, 


ways to the problems of life today 
quite as much as it applied to the 
question of eating meat offered 
to 


idols and other questions of conduct 
with which the early Christians wen; 
confronted. 


The great thing is for the Christian 


to discover the highest and best prin- 
ciples of conduct and to put them into 
practice-, trusting to the Lord Jesus 
for guidance and strength.

"In order that there shall be no 


misunderstanding on the part of the 
present stockholders of the bank as 
to what the attitude of the present 
hianagement of the bank is with re- 
gard to participation by the affiliates 
of the bank in trading accounts in 
bank stock, I would like to state that 
it is absolutely opposed to such trans- 
actions. 


As a matter of fact today, the Met- 


potan Corporation does not deal in 
Chase stock in any way whatever, and 
us long as I have anything to dp with 
the management the market in Chase 
stock will not be an artificial one." 


Explaining a moment later that the 


last part of his statement might seem 
too strong, Aldrich modified it to say 
tthat the "market in Chase stock shall 
not be affected by the operation of 
trading accounts by the affiliates of 
the bank." 


Aldrich, brother-in-law of John D. 


Rockefeller, Jr^ the largest single 
holdef of Chase bank stock, brought 
about divorcement of the bank arid 
its securities affiliate last spring as 
one of his first acts on assuming to 
the leadership. 


Hug-e Profits Cited 


Pecora brought out that while Wig- 


gin's personal corporations showed a 
profit of more than $10,000,000 in the 
bank stock, the Chase Seiurities Corp- 
oration's operations yielded around 
$156,000. Wiggin said there was a dif- 
ference in the way they operated. 


He tid not hallenge Peora's state- | 


ment that the banker's personal com- 
pany realized a fortune, but listened 
to the figures unsmilingly and said he 
could not verify them. They were 
compiled by Pecora and his staff. 


To explain the difference in profits, 


Wiggin said his personal corporations 
had held the stock in which they trad-
